1. ) Dl is regarded as the prior art closest to the 
subject matter of claim 1. Dl describes a method for 
producing adipodinitr ile including an extraction of 
the Ni(0) catalyst used, wherein steps (a) -(d) of 
present claim 1 are disclosed. 

The subject matter of present claim 1 differs from 
the method known from Dl by the distillation steps 
(e)-(h), and by the fact that it involves the 
measure that stream 4 and/or stream 13, which are 
enriched with pentene nitriles, are first distilled 
to form a stream depleted of cis-2-pentene nitrile 
and (E) -2— methyl— 2— butene nitrile, and stream 18 is 
fed back into the reaction.
